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During Elba City Council meeting 
Citizens of Mulberry Heights voice concerns

li was soon apparent at the 
Elba City Council meeting 
Monday evening that this was 
not to be “business as usual” 

A group of people who billed 
themselves as Concerned 
Citizens of Mulberry Heights 
filed into the room in ones and 
twos until there was over a 
dozen of them and they were 
officially on the agenda for the 
evening 

Timothy Williams was the 
official spokesperson for the 
group, but Eugene Brown and 
Willie - Paul. Caldwell also 
addressed the city council. 

Their complaints - centered 
around police actions - after 
responding to a complaint of a 


domestic dispute on October the — 


18th between. 7:30 and 8:00 
p.m. 

Williams was concerned that 
police wanted to arrest Mr, 
Caldwell when he (Williams) 
and other witnesses hadn't seen 
him do anything wrong. He said 
it appeared they were not asking 
any questions. He was also con- 
cerned that no one could tell 
him who called in the com 


plaint 

Caldwell told council mem- 
bers his version of what hap- 
pened that night and admitted to 
telling police officers he was not 
going to be arrested, 


Brown complained that police 
would ride by white teenagers 
hanging around the bank park 
ing lot and drive to Mulberry 
and tell those youth to get out of 
the streets. He’ also made refer 
ence to beer drinking. 

Councilman Tom Hooks said 
complaints he has received 
tended to point a finger at one or 
two afternoon shift polidé offi- 
cers as major offenders, without 
naming names. 

Mayor James Grimes said the 
police chief would look into the 


matter, Later, at the request of 


Councilman Ronnie Hammond, 
the council voted'to hold a work 
session next Monday evening 
(with the police’chief) to discuss 
the actions of police officers 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
announced to the council that 
due to recent complaints of 
speeding, officers will he work- 
ing radar on Highland Drive. 

He also reported that another 
police officer has been activated 
with the Alahama’ National 
Guard. This time itis not for a 
few weeks. but for duty in Iraq. 

The department has made 16 
drug arrests in October, aceord- 
ing to the police chief. 

H. H. (Junior) Culver was 
appointed to another term on 
the South Central Mental 
Health Board.

Coffee County Commission holds

For its final meeting of the 
current 4-year term; the Coffee 
County Commission held a very 
routine meeting Monday, Oct. 
25, 

Coffee County Revenue 
Commissioner Ronnie Burns 
addressed commissioners to 
explain his reasoning behind a 
job classification request for his 
department. 

Burns said the state is‘making 
it a requirement to have personal 
property appraisal, and he said it 
would be more cost effective for 
the county to reclassify an 
already in-place employee as a 
designated appraisal trainee

rather than contract the work 
from an outside company. 

In making his request Burns 
asked that the employee's start- 
ing base salary be the same as 
what the state pays its base 
employees. 

“This employee will eventual- 
ly be certified,” Burns said. ‘She 
already has some classes under 
her belt.” 

Burns said the employee can 
hold the trainee position for only 
eight years before being required 
to be certified. 

* Commission chairman Robert 
Stephens offered a motion to 
create the position for the 
employee and adopt the salary 
requested by Burns based on. the

Officers find drugs/pipe bombs while. assisting DHR 


While assisting Coffee 
County Department of Human: 
Resources personnel on a wel- 
fare check concern last 
Wednesday, Oct. 21, deputies 
with the ‘Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department and offi- 
cers from the Twelfth Judicial 
Circuit Drug Task Force recoy- 
ered approximately eight grams 
of-methamphetamine and: five 
pipe bombs, 

Estimated value of the drugs 
Was near $1,000. 

According to Coffee County 
Sheriff Ben Moates, officers 
arrested Timothy —. Allen 
Burleson, age 41, of 197 County 
Road 422, Opp, Ala. He was 
charged with possession of a 
controlled’ substance. He was 
later released on a $3,000. bond. 

Also arrested “was a male 
juvenile. He was transported to 
the diversion center in Dothan. 

During the search of the resi- 
dence, Moates said officers 
found the illegal drugs and five 
pipe bombs. He said three of the 
bombs were made from PVC 
pipe, and (two wére made from 
valvanized pipe fittings. 

“All five appeared to be capa- 
ble of causing an explosion if 
detonated,” Moates said.

‘Disposa] Unit of the Dothan 


Police Department responded to 
the scene and was able'to safely 
remove and render the explosive 
devises harmless. 

Moates said the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms 
was contacted and ‘advised of 
the type of explosive devises 
found. He said any ‘charges 


related to the explosive devises 
will be presented to a federal 
grand jury. 

All explosive evidence was 
released to ATF agents for sub- 
mission to an ATF laboratory for

Elba man dies from stab wound following altercation 


An altercation outside an 
Enterprise lounge last weekend 
led to the death of an Elba man. 

According to Capt. Mike 
Lolley, public information offi- 
cer for the Enterprise’ Police 
Department, officers respond- 
ed to the report of a fight out- 
side the Office Lounge, located 
on the Geneva Highway, last 


Saturday morning, Oct, 23, at 
approximately 1:45 a.m. 

Upon arrival, he said officers 
were informed that Jason 
Charles Mitchell, age 25, of 
Elba had been stabbed during a 
fight with Jason Devon 
Slawson, age 24, also of Elba 

Lolley said Mitchell was 
transported by private vehicle 
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to the emergency room at 
Medical. Center Enterprise 
before officers arrived on 
scene 


Mitchell later died as 4 result 
of the stab injury 

Although the investigation 
remains open, Capt. Lolley 
said no arrest has been made at 
this me. He said there is indi 
cation thal the stabbing may 
have been self-defense 

Lolley said his depurtinent 
will continue to collect al) 
informauon regarding this ines 
dent and will present it during 
the next Coffee County grand 
jury session. He said the jury 
will decide at that time if any 
charges will be filed.

She comes from a large fam- 
ily (14 children) and the whole bunch has done well. Three are 
presently serving overseas in the military: She is confident in-her 
legal work in a large variety of categoriés. 


Place #3 for the Supreme Court puts us back with the Democrats. 
John Rochester. He is a very respected Circuit Judge, with experi- 
ence working special cases all across the state of Alabama. On the 
other hand his opponent, Mike Bolin, has his legal experience lim- 
ited to that of a very busy, Probate Judge. Both appear to be good 
men, but Rochester's colors have been displayed and found to be 
very good 

Democrat Sharon Yates deserves to be re-elected to the Civil 
Appeals Court. She brings honor and a strong work ethic to the posi- 
lion. She is currently the presiding judge and has earned a lot of 
respect from lawyers and other judges. Her opponent has run for 
Statewide office before and came up short, His actions of then sell- 
ing the names and addresses of his supporters to a former opponent 
have caused him some flak, but that is just politics. He is a career 
State employee and therefore doesn’t have Yates’ experience. There 
i$ just no reason to change in this race.

Amendment #1 allows a number of counties, including Coffee, and 
the municipalities within these counties to be more actively 
involved in industnal recruitment. The bill appears to have enough

check and balances to keep reasonable folks reasonable and we sup- 
port this amendment. The only negative we have heard is from 
someone in Montgomery where they already have these legal abili- 
ties .. he apparently didn’t want the competition, Vote VES. 


Amendment #2 is one with a lot of debate, As we noted last week 
our initial opinion is that the opposition is rooted in not wanting a 
change, or more pointedly still dreaming (and wanting) of the days 
of segregation. This bill is designed to remove sonie of the old 
requirements that schools have separate facilities for whites and 
blacks. The U.S. Supreme Court threw that out years ago, but the 
words are still in the law. It is an insult to many good Alabama cit- 
izens. After reading and rereading, we can.find nothing “hidden” in 
the bill to allow for the huge tax increases as some opponants open- 
ly speak of. Also tax increases have to go before the legislature and 
those folks have to face us tax hating voters. They tend to under tax, 
rather than ‘stick it to us:", Many people automatically vote against 
amendments, so these folks don’t have any decision to make. We 
will vote YES, but if you are still concerned, just skip it. 


Amendment #3 doés for a bunch of other counties what #1 does for 
Coffee County and the others grouped in Amendment #1. We rec- 
ommend a YES vote, or just skip it. 


Amendment #4 lets shrimp and seafood fishermen tax themselves 
to promote their products. This is the same checkoffs as the peanut, 
soybean, cotton, hog, cattle, etc., farmers have had for years. We 
recommend a YES vote, or just skip it and let them run their own 
business 


Amendment #5 allows the City of Trussville to annex some prop- 
erty and set the tax rates for this property. This is not our business, 
We don't have any right deciding for Trussville folks and we refuse 
to vote for this one. 


Amendment #6 deals with the pay of the Crenshaw County Probate 
Judge, Sometime back, for reasons we don't fathom, the pay of the 
Probate Judge was tied to the pay of the District Judge. This bill will 
break those ties. Again this is not our business and we will not vote. 
If we lived i in Crenshaw County our vote would be YES. 


Amendment #7. will allow Macon County to levy a tax on beer, 
whiskey and tobacco products. Now unless some of our readers buy 
a lot of beer at the dog track, we recommend staying: out of that 
issue completely. Let the Macon County folks decide if they want to 
add this so called “sin tax”. 


Amendment #8 is the last one. It will authorize the Alabama legis- 
lature to Jevy an excise tax in the place of the ad valorem tax on cer- 
tain motor vehicles.:We have no problem with this and will vote 
YES. A tax is a tax, so call it whatever you 1 like - ad valorem or 
excise.

I always enjoy remaining in 
touch with my roots in Coffee 
County by reading each issue of 
The Elba Clipper. | was very 
disappointed, however, after | 
read your “Brainstorms” col- 
umn in the Thursday, October 
14, 2004, edition of the paper. 
Because of my great respect for 
you and because I believe it is 
important that people whom 
both of us serve, your sub- 
scribers ahd the citizens of 
Alabama, have correct informa 
tion, | was compelled to write to 
you after I read your recitation 
of the facts in the Don 
Siegelman case and the advice 
you offered me. 

I trust you understand that the 
investigation into allegations of 
misconduct by former Governor 
Siegelman, his chief of staff, 
and Dr. Phillip Bobo com- 
menced before | became 
Attorney General. It was a joint, 
collaborative effort between 
state and federal officials as part 
of the North Alabama Joint 
Police Corruption Task Force in 
which both U.S. Attorney Alice 
Martin and my office are part- 
ners. That investigation was 
thorough and involyed members 
of the prosecutorial and inves- 


tigative staffs of the Offices of 


the U.S. Attorney and the 
Attorney and the Attorney 
General. These efforts culminat- 
ed in a presentation of the alle- 
gations to a federal grand jury 
that _ returnéd indictments 
against these three individuals. 
There were many strategic rea- 
sons that the decision was made 
to bring these charges in federal 
court, and my office was a full 


partner in making those deci- 
sions. These grand jury indict- 
ments led to a trial that was to be 
conducted as a joint effon 
involving prosecutors from both 
the U.S. Attorney's office and 
my office, 

Since you expressed a failure 
to understand what occurred in 
those proceedings, pleas let me 
explain. Chief Judge U.W 
Clemon made series of nilings 
in which he held that the evi- 
dence the prosecutors believed 
relevant and admissible would 
not be allowed into evidence 
that the prosecutors no longer 
believed they could present the 
jury with sufficient evidence to 
prove the case. Thus, we acted 
ethically and responsibly by 
refusing to proceed with a pros- 
ecution that could no longer 
succeed. It is unfortunate that 
the evidence was never heard by 
the jury that had been seated to 
hear it and by the people of 
Alabama so that they could 
make their own informed deci- 
sions regarding this conduct and 
the guilt or innocence of the 
individuals who were indicted. | 
have described the scénario 
which happened as follows: if a 
case can be thought of as a jig- 
saw puzzle and the evidence as 
its pieces, what occurred in 
Tuscaloosa is that the judge sys- 
tematically removed the most 
important pieces of thé puzzle 
until the completion of the puz- 
zle was made impossible.

On August 16 our District 
Judge, Juvenile Division 
ordered a change of custody and 
took a child away from the 
father that has had custody of 
the child since April 2000 based 
solely on hearsay by the mother. 
The charges were investigated 
by the Enterprise Department of 
Human Resources and found to 
be untrue and unfounded prior 
to the judge's decision. In spite 
of this Juvenile Court System 
failed to further investigate this 
matter before taking action. 

The Juvenile Court Judge 
overruled the higher Circuit 
Court's ruling of Child Custody 
that stated, “That legal care, 
custody and contro] of the child 
of the parties is vested ‘in the 
child's father, and is divested of 
the child’s mother. 

The Juvenile Court Judge in 
his initial ruling stated that visi- 
tation should be worked out 
between the mother and father.
